Gleichen reported that over 17,000 
acres in the district had been badly 
damaged, some to the extent of 100 
per cent The Blackfoot Indian Re- 
serve was the worst point hit Some 
of the hail stones in this district were 
large, but the majority were about the 
Size of small pebble 

In the town of Gleichen, many win- 
dows were broken and damage wa 
done by the high wind. "he roofs of 
everal barns were torn off and a load 
of hay turned over. Forty-three win- 
dows were broken in the Eventide

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TAKES CENSUS 
OF WATERFOWL 
US-CANADA 


Official From Washington 
in Town Today—To Co- 
operate With Alberta 


Surveys of wild waterfowl, con- 
ducted throughout the United States 
and Canada, are producing much valu- 
able information, according to H, C, 


Oberholser of the U, 8, biological sur 
vey, Washington, D.C., who arrived in 
the city Monday morning for a confer- 
ence with Benjamin Lawton, provin- 
cial game commissioner, 

Mr, Oberholser, who at the present 
moment is interested in the census of 
wild waterfowl, stated that the object 
of the survey was the determination 
of whether the birds were decreasing 
or not, From year to year reports 
were received that they were not 60 
plentiful, while, again, others stated 
that they were, In some sections was 
this particularly true, although con- 
tradictory reports were often received 
from the same locality. ’ 

Seek Truth 


‘The census being made is to deter- 
mine the truth of these reports and 
at present some 4,500 persons in the 
Dominion and the United States were 
engaged in forwarding monthly reports 
to the department at Washington, It 
was hoped, Mr, Oberholser said, to in- 
crease this to 15,000 and thus to cover 
every district in the two countries, 

The census is taken on the same 
day in each month all over the con- 
tinent, the dates being selected by the 
department, These are August 10, 
September 7, October 12, November 9, 
December 7, January 11, February 8, 
March 8, April 12, May 10, June 7%, 
duly 12, for the present year, 

The method followed in taking the 
census 18 as follows: Actual count by 
species of all waterfowl present should 
be made, unless the numbers are too 
great to permit actual count, under 
which circumstances careful estimates 
of their numbers should be made, and 
as far as possible checked by a second 
estimate. In making estimates of 
flocks of waterfowl, it is a good plan 
to count all of a certain portion, and 
then, by using this as a unit of mea- 
sure, estimate the remainder of the 
flock; 100 and 1,000 are convenient 
units for the purpose. Such estimates 
can be made either when the birds are 
on the wing or when they are resting 
on the water. In the latter case it ts 
possible also to check the count by 
estimating the number of square yards 
covered by the flock and then deter- 
mining the average number of birds to 
the square yard. 

Where birds are scattered over a 
Jarge area it is sometimes convenient 
to count the number present in a con- 
siderable portion of it, and from this 
to approximate the number in the 
total area, In large mixed flocks con- 
taining several epecies of ducks, it is 
manifestly inypossible to count the 
numbers of each species, but the pro- 
portion of the entire flock made up by 
each species should be carefully esti- 
mated, 

In making either counts or estimates 
of birds, each flock should be record- 
ed separately as observed, and nothing 
left to the memory, since it is very 
difficult to carry in mind for any 
length of time the exact numbers tn 
the successive flocks of birds that 
often appear, Care should likewise be 
observed not to count the same birds 
twice, 

It should be noted also whether the 
birds observed are stationary in the 
locality or whether they are flocks in 
migration passing the observer in the 
alr. 

Mr, Oberholser stated that much of 
the indiscriminate shooting of water- 
fowl] in the southern states had been 
stopped, the majority of the hunters 
now enjoying the open season, which 
is from October 16 to January 41. 
There was, in isolated spots, shooting 
for market purposes which would have 
to be put down. 

Mr. Obersolser also stated that the 
fullest measure of co-operation exist- 
ed between Canada and the United 
States in the matter of game conser- 
vation and the enforcement of the 
treaty governing migratory birds.
